Ihe 
work of telegraphing it from New York 
to the Tribune commenced at 4 o clock 
in the morning.

Through the influence of Col. and Mrs. 


Harris, who donated the lot on which the 
building stands, the Baptist congregation 
caused to be erected the house of worship 
on East Eldorado street, which has been 
known as the "Rolling Mill Chapel."— 
This was in 1871, and at a time when the 
eastern part of the city was rapidly filling 
up, mestly with employes of tiif old 
rolling mill. Religious services were held 
there up to within 15 months ago, and 
since that time, owing to neglect or some 
other cause, the building has been closed 
and deserted. 
Religion has a strong 


foothold in Decatur, and the fact that this 
chapel was closed, has long been a re- 
proach to the Christian people of the city. 
Feeling that some society ought to re- 
open the chapel, and thus furnish the 
people of -that part of the city a conveni- 
ent place of worship, and give the little 
children 
a home Sabbath School, St. 


John's Episcopal congregation purchased 
the building, named it "A House of 
Prayer," expended a considerable sum of 
money in fitting it up in a suitable man- 
nei, and on Sunday last the first religious 
services were held there by that society. 
Every available scat in the church was 
occupied, and the attendance of children 
at the Sunday School, held at 2:30 p*. m., 
was quite large—larger than was expected. 


The opening exercises at ;the Sabbath 


School were conducted by Rev. Walter 
H. Moore, rector of St. John's [church, 
and Jremaiks were made by Rev. Mr. 
McPharen and Gen. R. J. Oglesby. The 
opening song was "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee, "with Miss M. Burrows at the organ. 


Gen. Oglesby's remarks were to the chil- 


dren present, and he told the little boys 
and girls that each should first learn the 
name of the other, and it will be remem- 
bered through life. This commencement 
day isoneof more than ordinary import- 
ance. It is a pleasant epoch iu the lives 
of the little children. Those present are 
charter members, and they will never for- 
get that fact. We are all children, some 
pretty large und rather old, but none the 
less children. The world is full of won- 
ders and amazements, and everything is 
lovely and beautiful and musical to those 
who read the Bible and love the Lord.— 
Study the Bible and you will learn much, 
and when you get larger and older you 
will learn of the arts and sciences, etc., 
when new wonders will greet you Much 
may be learned in the Sabbath School, 
where none but good impressions of the 
present and future life are received. The 
speaker then referred to the historical 
features of the Bible, telling about the 
ten commandments, and how they were 
written on stones, and urged the children 
to attend Sabbath School regularly, listen 
to the teachings of the young men and 
women whs come to teach out of kindness 
and affection. It would do the children 
good, as it has done many who have lived 
and passed away forever. The general 
then told about the first Sabbath School 
he ever attended. It was at Terre Haute, 
Ind., when he was quite a little boy, and 
the first song that was sung was "Nearer, 
My God, to Thee." That was a great 
many years ago, but he would never for- 
get that school and the kind gentleman 
who invited him to attend. It was quite 
an interesting address and commanded 
the closest attention of the children as 
well as the adults. 


The Sunday School was dismissed :ifter 


singing "Jesus, Lover of My Soul." 


The dedicatory sermon was delivered 


by Rev. Walter H. Moore, who is pastor 
of the charge.
